Physical plant director 
discusses heated issue

No definite date has been set 
for when the air conditioning 
will be on permanently for the 
warmer weather according to 
Will Dickerson, director of the 
physical plant 

The heat has lx*en shut o'f 
but if a spell of cool weath-.M 
conies up the heat can be 
turned on again. Dickerson 
stated 

'W'e can get the heat within 
12 to 13 hours and we ll Ix- 
aware of needs fiefore the 
buildings cool down. he 
added 

I suspect people do not 
know the heat has been turned 
off 

Air conditioning has been 
turned on m several of (he 
buildings on campus. 
Dickerson said The 
University center is one of 
those and we'll gradually In¬ 
putting air conditioning in the

It the weather holds, by the 
end of next week we can have 
air conditioning in .ill the 
buildings turned on." 
Dickerson speculated

Winter and 
Spring Quarter indicate a 
decrease for F'all from 5.116 in 
76 77 year to 5002 this Fall 
Quarter, 4.787 enrolled last 
Winter Quarter opposed to 
4 651 for the approprimate 
same time period and men 
tinned a 274 student decrease 
between the headcount figures 
of 4.624 tor last Spring Quarter 
and the most recent figures 
for this quarter of 4,350 

In addition the difference 
between last year's Fall and 


W intei headcount was (29. as 
opposed to a difference of 351 
lor the 77 78 terms. not a 
significant difference at 
cording to Scott 

However there was a dif 
terenee of only 163 students 
between Winter and Spring 
Quarter during the 76-77 
terms, whereas the ditference 
t»etween this year's Winter 
and Spring enrollment was 301 
students. Scott noted 

The figures for all head 
count enrollments include 
only full time students defined 
as and undergraduate taking a 
minimum of 12 hours or 
graduate students with 
minimum of nine hours, she 
elaborated

Peggy Hamlett of Memphis 
has had some uncommon 
cares for a university coed, 
about 5,000 of them 
While her counterparts at 
Tne University ot Tennessee 
at Martin prepared for the 
normal daily routine of 
classes on campus this w inter, 
she donned boots and a canvas 
apron and made her way to 
one of the largest hog 
operations in the Mid-South. 
Gro-Lean Gilts of Weakley 
County That was her 
classroom And she had about 
5.000 teachers w ho showed her 
how to do everything from 
vaccinating for illnesses to 
fixing hernias 
Hamlett's unusual 
assignment was the result of 
an arrangement between 
CTM and George Zarecor. the 
owner of the massive hog 
operation An agriculture 
major, she earned nine hours 
of academic credit by w orking 
at Gro-Lean 40 hours a week 
F'mplovers tell us that they 
want our graduates to have 
practical experience and that 
is the benefit of this kind of 


supervised field study, said 
Dr Jerry Gresham. CTM 
assistant professor of 
agriculture "Also, we are 
beginning to get a lot of 
agriculture students from 
metropolitan areas, like 
Peggy, and this is a good way 
for them to see if this is the 
career they want 

And the Memphis coed 
seemed to enjoy it to the 
fullest 

"I've loved it. Hamlett 
said "1 like the hard work I 
like the feeling I had at the end 
of the day " 

It gave me farm ex 
perience that I never had. 
she contended Most 
everything 1 did at the hog 
farm. I had actually learned 
beforehand in livestock 
management class, but it 
would have taken me years to 
get the volume of experience 
that I had in just a quarter 

Hamlett worked primarily 
in the farrowing house at Gro 
Lean Her responsibilities 
included examining and 
vaccinating the sows and their 


piglets for common illnesses, 
notching ears, culling tails, 
castrating and innumerable 
other practical jobs necessary 
in swine operations 

"W'e kept about 100 sows in 
the farrowing house all the 
time." she said That's like 
having 100 pregnant women 
you are going to have 
problems somewhere " 

And all sides appeared 
satisfied with the 

arra ngement 

“This is a very good 
program. Hamlett said "It 
allows you to get practical 
experience and make some 
money at the same time I'll 
Ik* training the next girl who is 
going to come in this spring 
and replace me " 

W’e had used college 
students in various kinds of 
classroom situations before.' 
Zarecor said But this seems 
to Ik- the best way W'e feel 
that we are getting our 
money's worth and we tee!

There are several low 
spots and irregular sloping as well Besides 
tljese shortcomings, the paint is badly peeling, 
and the nets are reportedly in need of 
replacement 

Secondly, there is a need for more adequate 
lighting on the new set of courts Currently only 
six of the eighteen new courts have lighting, 
which leaves a vast majority of courts without 
rfnv light and thus are unusable at night The 


courts which have the lights are in fine con 
dition and are operational day and night, but 
what are six courts out of twenty-four in 
comparison to the increased demand for tennis 
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Thirdly, there ought to be a better system of 
obtaining a tennis court While non-students 
have lower priority than students, and are 
obligated to give up a court when there are 
students waiting to use the facilities, there is 
hardly any way of telling a student from a non¬ 
student, and thus the priority arrangement is 
virtually ineffective as it now stands Some sort 
of method for reserving a court can certainly 
be figured out to be sure that the facilities are 
available first to those intended, as well as to 
give people a general idea of when a space is 
going to be open for use 

These three general suggestions - im 
provement of the old courts, more lighting for 
the remainder of the new courts, and a system 
of court reservations - will greatly increase the 
efficiency of the University's facilities, and 
make this season a more enjoyable time for a 
greater number of tennis players

197B Tennessee History 
Conference was held April l on 
the UTM campus, according 
to Dr Pat Taylor, conference

"He i Morrisi discussed the 
approach of Kissinger to 
power and politics and how the 
U S. foreign policy is made in 
general He said political 
science teachers explained 
foreign policy as if it were a 
rational process when in 
actuality, it is often emotions 
and spur-of-the-moment 
decisions made after three 
martinis,” Taylor sum¬ 
marized. 

Morris also shed a different 
light on the sterotype that 
Kissinger was the academic 
and Nixon more the politician. 
Taylor stated. Nixon didn’t 
enjoy crowds and preferred to 
be alone reading something 
and Kissinger was a 
manipulator, who believed 
that control was necessary in 
your own country to be a 
successful Secretary of State,
